on a Clinical Research Project with Dr. Bauer, Dr. Bohne is married 
and the father of a daughter.

CENTER STUDIES 
COMPUTER SYSTEM 


HSS and New York Hospital, Memorial-Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center & Cornell Medical College, are studying 
the possibilities of setting up a joint computer system. 


Many in the center are already using advanced methods 
of data processing in certain areas and the plan would 
involve integrating new applications with existing projects. 


Representatives of each institution and IBM engineers 
will make a feasibility study before a plan is proposed. 


Among the areas to be explored are patient care, patient 
monitoring, record maintenance, hospital administration 
and assistance to physicians in decisions concerning diag- 
nosis and treatment. 


E. Hugh Luckey, MD, president of Cornell’s medical 
complex, said the study could lead to one of the largest 
and most comprehensive computer systems in medicine. 
Following the surveys he said a plan will be proposed for 
future development aimed at further improving patient 
care and permitting more effective medical research and 
teaching. 


Advanced data processing methods were introduced in 
the Center in 1945 when three Cornell doctors developed 
a system which is widely used today as a diagnostic aid. 


At HSS computers are being used in research projects, 
including an analysis of data obtained by a whole body 
radioisotope counter and scanner.
